A modem, thoroughly equipped au- 


tomobile ambulance will be presented 
to Doylestovn by Mrs. George H. 
Lorah and Miss Sarah M. James. An- 
nouncement of the gift was made on 
Saturday. The auto ambulance will l>e 
presented by Jlrs. Lorah and Miss 
James as a memorial to their father, 
Dr. Oliver P. Jauies, who was a prac- 
ticing physician in 
Doylestown 
for 


fifty years. 


The ambulance, which is to be de- 


livered about the 3rst of July, is to be 
built by the Packard Company. The 
machine will contain all the most ap- 
proved appliances known to automo- 
bile construction and will be a thor- 
oughly equipped vehicle in every way.

outright gift to Doylestown, and the 
town will have to provide for its hous- 
ing and care.

and did splendid work. The residence 
was at no time in danger as it is some 
distance from the barn and the wind 
was in the opposite direction.

W. Carter, were Insured in the Farm 
ers and Mechanics Mutual Insurance 
Company for $2475.

The 
mixture of asbestos flbre and hydraulic 
cement was run Into the machines, 
which felted the mixture Into a com- 
pact sheet, which was then cut to the 
proper sizes for shingles and placed 
in the curing rooms to temper and al- 
low the collodial gels to coalesce-, thus. 
producing 
shingles.

Dr. Mattlson stated that the first 


asbestos shingles which had been made 
in Ambler he had placed upon the sides 
and roof of his garage in Newport, R. 
I., at which coast resort the winter 
storms are unusually severe, owing to 
its being In the ocean storm swept 
belt, hut that in spite of all this he 
had not spent ten cents for repairs in 
the ten years, the garage being 28x60 
feet, which everyone will recognize as 
being tlie dimensions of a good sized 
barn upon the average farm. 
The United States government has 


used and is using enormous amouuts 
of asbestos shingles made in Ambler. 
All the new dairy barns and weather 
stations and lighthouses are covered 
with asbestos shingles. So als-o are 
the army barracks at Honolulu and 
Panama, as well as at Annapolis, at 
the U. S- Naval Academy and hundreds 
of other places. 
The Press League members were very 


much interested in their visit to this 
most remarkable factory, which is the 
only one of Its kind in the United 
States. It Is closely supervised by Mr. 
Royal Mattison, the youngest eon of 
-Dr. Mattlson, the president of the com- 
pany.

sioner of Education of Delaware, speak 
t'ofore the Parents' and Teachers' Asso- 
cintlou lu the "sky-parlor" of the high 
M'hool, were certainly well paid for 
their efforts to get there.

only ten years ago, was simply wonder- 
ful.

Then, he 
suld, when the children did not come «p 
to the parents' ideas of iitness they at 
once began to criticize the school, re- 
marking that the youngsters were sent 
there to-learn "tilings," not realizing 
that the home life was running almost 
exactly counter to the Influence that 
the teachers w ere endeavoring to Impart 
to their young charges.
